Typhus is prevalent under condi- 
tions of overcrowding and 
filflh 


and is usually carried from person 
to person by the body louse. 


Other Disease Groups 
Another important group of di- 


seases caused by rickettsia are the 
spotted fevers of which 
Rocky 


Mountain spotted fever is the bes'l 
known example in this country. 
This disease is carried by at least 
two different kinds of ticks, the 
wood lick and the dog tick. 


A condition called Fievrc bou- 


tonneuse, 
or 
Marseille 
fever, 


which is prevalent in the region 
of the Mediterranean and Black 
Seas, is another rickettsial disease. 
The most curious of this group is 
called "Q Fever," which was first 
described in Australia and which 
appears to be related to but not 
exactly the same as our 
own 


Rocky Mountain spotted fever. 


During 
the war many of our 


military personnel stationed in the 
south and western Pacific suffered 
a disease properly called Tsutsu- 
gamushi disease, but often referred 
to as scrub typhus. 
The disease 


can be contracted in many parts 
of the southeastern 
Pacific 
and 
Japan. 
The chief animal when 


serves ns a reservoir is
